The Lodge teas opened in due form. 

Gen. Montfort Stokes, representative from William 
R. Davie Lodge, No. 37, in Lexington, in Rowan 
country, agreeable to instructions to him given for 
that purpose, surrendered the Charter of said 
Lodge, stating, that no other cause induced the said 
Lodge to make this surrender, than the loss by death 
and removal of their most valuable members of said 
Lodge. — Which was accepted and ordered to be re- 
corded. 

Ordered \ That a Charter issue to the Lodge hereto- 
fore established by dispensation in the town of John- 
stonville in the county of Randolph. That this Lodge 
be called Williams, number forty-four, and direct- 
ed to Thomas Beard, Master ; Jonathan Parker of 
Guildford, Senior Warden, and Samuel Lindsay of 
Guildford, Junior Warden. 

Ordered , That a Charter issue to the Lodge hereto- 
fore established by dispensation in the town ofWilkes- 
borough, in the county of Wilkes. — That this 
Lodge be called Liberty, of the number of forty-five, 
and directed to Major General William Lenoir, Mas- 
ter; Edmund Jones of Wilkes, Senior Warden, and 
William Hulme of Wilkes, Junior Warden. 

Ordered \ That a Charter issue to the Lodge hereto- 
fore establised by dispensation in the tow r n of Pitts- 
borcugh in the county of Chatham. — I hat this Lodge 
be called Social, of the number of forty-six, and to 
be directed to the same officers as heretofore appoint- 
ed. 

Ordered, That a Charter issue to the Lodge hereto- 
fore established by dispensation, to be holden in the 


town of Lincoln.^-That this Lodge be called O^ 
ange, of the number of forty-seven, and to be direct- 
ed to the same officers as heretofore appointed. 

Ordered \ That a positive injunction be put on the 
present Grand Treasurer to call upon the former 
Grand Treasurer for all monies due from him to this 
Grand Lodge. 

Whereas by a resolution of the Grand Lodge, at 
their fast grand annual communication, the Most 
Worshipful the Grand Master was requested to pio- 
cure for the use of this Grand Lodge a number of 
aprons and sashes : And twenty aprons and sashes 
being now furnished, in consequence of said order, 
and are approved of : Resolved therefore , That the said 
twenty sashes and aprons be safely kept with the fur- 
niture and jewels of this Grand Lodge together with 
the trunk in which they came conveyed to this place. 
That the Grand Treasurer pay to Brother Francis 
Lothrop the sum of seventy-two dollars, it being the 
amount of his account for the cloathing above menti- 
oned.

Upon Good reasons shewn, it is ordered that the 
sum of thirteen pounds, sixteen shillings be placed to 
the credit of the Poceix Londge,No. 8, Fayetteville, 
and that the Grand Treasurer do it accordingly. 

Resolved , That the Grand Treasurer be, and he is 
hereby required to transmit to each of the Lodges un- 
der the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, an account 
of the monies by them due to this Grand Lodge. — 
That he use all the means in his power to obtain from 
them the several sums due. That he also collect all 
such sums as may appear to be due from the former 
Treasurers of this Grand Lodge, or from any other 
person. That he report the amount so collected to 
the next annual communication of this Grand Ledge. 

Resolved , That the Grand Treasurer be directed to 
receive the five pounds now offered from the St. John 
Lodge, No. 1, Wilmington. 1 hat he grant a receipt 
to the said Lodge, expressing this sum to be in full of 
all dues, lhat the accounts existing between the 
said Lodge and this Grand Lodge be closed upon the 
reception of the five pounds aforesaid, upon good 
reasons adduced to this Grand Lodge.
